To accomplish this It will be neces- 
sary to place stosm power on the mine; they there- 
fore recommend that the funds of the Company bo 
first devoted to that purpose and that arrangements 
be mode for the purchase of engine and pumps of the 
requisite capacity and to place them on the ground 
with as little delay as possible. 

The improvements made by the Dominion Govern- 
ment in tho Cottonwood Canon will enable boats

1) miles of the mine; a road thence to the mine could 
be constructed, which would enable machinery to be 
placed on the ground at a reasonable cost.

WORLDS. 



It can scarcely be expected that the 
great mass of people who inhabit the 
earth will easily believe, or indeed care 
to know, that once upon a lime, well, 
say some live hundred millions of years 
ago, this planet was .somewhat in the 
same condition as the sun is in now, and 
perhaps at that remote period stood in 
the relation of sun to some other world 
long since dead. The average mind 
may have some difficulty in grasping the 
general idea, and be sorely puzzled before 
tho details of the theory are mastered 
as to the manner in which worlds are 
formed, and the different stages of de- 
velopment, through which they pass 
during their existence. Science is do- 
ing much to solve the problem of world 
life, and we liiul now many scientific 
men teaching, and apparently proving 
that the worlds which till the universe 
live and die, not quite as men do, per- 
haps, but still on the principle somewhat 
similar; that the sun, the earth and all 
the stars we see, and maiiy we cannot 
see, are worlds in various stages of the 
existence which science assigns them. 
Mil K. A. Pkocthi:, the eminent 
iislronomei, who is a fairly representa- 
tive man among these men, has recent- 
ly been lecturing to the South Austra- 
lians on tho subject. His lecture on 
•'Tho Life and Death of a World" puts 
the whole scheme of world existence, 
as taught by some scientific men, into 
what is, perhaps, as understandable a 
shape as it is capable of being reduced 
to. Ho divides the history of a world 
into three principal epochs or stages' of 
developement, which he names young 
life, mid-life and old age. Each of the 
worlds in the universe, according to this 
scheme, is now or has at some period 
been in the form of vapor at a degree of 
beat inconceivably intense. This seems 
to be the starting point so tar as human 
science isconccrned;noat tempt is nu.dolo 
explain how they came tobein tltatstate. 
'These masses of vapor contain all the 
elements, in molten form, of which 
worlds are formed. I Iradually t hey are 
cooled, how, is another of the unexplain- 
ed mysteries, until in course of time 
they become reduced to the various 
forms and degrees of solidity which we 
find represented in the strata of our 
earth and the second stage is reached. 
Lint tho cooling process does not stop 
when a world has been reduced to a 
habitable temperature; far from it; it 
must still go on, until the world becomes 
as uninhabitable, as barren and as des- 
olate bv reason of cold as ages before it 
was by reason of heat; must go on until 
t.hc world which came into existence 
a fiery mass goes out a frozen waste. 
Tho sun is said to represent the young 
life stage of existence, for although 
older than the earth its linger size re- 
quires a much longer time for the cool- 
ing oil' process to accomplish itd work, 
fnd in probably about thro? thousand 
nv. htindra! million? oi y^ara from now 
ike eery orb vo call the king of 
day will have reached a riage 
of development corresponding with 
that of the earth at the present time. 
Jupiter and Saturn have advanced 
somewhat farther than tho sun, though 
they are still in the young life stage of 
their existence, from which they need 
not be expected to emerge for 
many millions of year. Tho mid-life 
state is reached when a world becomes 
inhabitable, like the earth. The pr 
cise limits of the existence of that state 
are not given us by science, though the 
hints thrown out have some confused 
reference to millions again. Venus is 
in nearly the same condition as the 
earth. The old age period is reached 
when animal existence is rendered 
about impossible by reason of the in- 
creasing cold, and the reduced tempera- 
ture being unfavorable to the forma- 
tion of vapors it may be presumed 
that cloudless skies prevail, and at the 
same time the water on the surface is 
being gradually absorbed into the body 
of tho world. Mars and Mercury 
have reached this condition. The 
water surface of the former has been 
reduced to an equality with the land 
surface, and some of the peculiarities 
which it presents under the teleseopo 
are such as can bu accounted for on the 
theory that intense cold prevails and is 
steadily increasing and extending. 
After old age comes death. When 
the last trace of heat, which for so 
many millions of years has held its place 
in the bosom of the world, succumbs 
to the grasp of all-pervading cold, that 
world lias finished its career and thence- 
forth it is dead. The moon is in 
this state. It is a dead world. There 
is no water on its surface ; no atmos- 
phere surrounds it ; no vegetation 
adorns its hills and vales; a dreary 
desolate waste is all the telescope-aided 
eye discerns. .Decay is everywhere. 
After many millions of years, accord- 
ing to the theory of science, the earth 
on which we now live, having run its 
appointed race, will die as the moon 
has died, and the future inhabitants of 
the sun. of .Saturn and of Jupiter pos- 
sibly may have the satisfaction of see- 
ing foreshadowed in the desolation of 
death which has then spread over the 
face of the earth the condition to 
which their worlds are hastening, even 
as wo can now, in the light of science, 
read our world's fate in, that of the 
moon — the same fate which has already 
overtaken millions of worlds, and to 
which still other millions of worlds are 
hastening. Curiously enough science 
has nothing to tell us about what be- 
comes of worlds after death. As with 
the races which people worlds, so with 
the worlds themselves, when death 
places the limits of the finite science is 
confronted by the infinite, as by a wall 
over which it cannot leap and to which 
it can find neither beginning nor end. 
The knowledge may be pleasant that 
it has taken millions of yeara to fon- 



der the earth a fit habitation for the 

' human race, and that, when we are 
| done with it, it must die as its inhabi- 
j tants have done, but there is also some 
; "ratification in knowing that not even 
the farthest reach or science can pior.ee 
the veil with which infinity separates 
life from death, either in the case of 
worlds or of the inhabitants of worlds.

VAN ACCOMFLISII. 

That the race is not always to the swift 
nor the battle to the strong has passed 
into a proverb: Individual effort; pro- 
perly directed,, of ten contributes more to- 
wards winning a victory than a badly-led 
army;tui<lasihglo energetic individual, pos- 
sessed only of courage, push and vim will 
often snatch a triumph from the hands of 
a score of opponents. The recent con- 
test over the public landing wo watched 
with more than ordinary interest. It was, 
in reality, a struggle between one man 
and a numerous and influential 
body of citizens. Tho question 
was supposed to hayo been hilled and 
buried several times since 1R71. It had 
been defeated by advovso votes of the 
city council; referred to the city barris- 
ter, and carried to the legislature, by 
which body a bill authorizing the transfer 
under conditions to be ratified by the 
ratepayers, was passed; and finally, on 
Thursday ic reached the ratepayers, 
whore after most strenuous ex- 
ertions from its opponents, it received 
a most respectable and encouraging 
vote, owing its defeat more to the doubt 
and unelH'tahlity Ihat arose at the eleventh 
hour as to the si/.e of tho land pro- 
posed to In. conveyed by the 
city than to its intrinsic unpopularity. 
The battle was fought on Mr. Vates' side 
from lirst to last with a dash and ability 
and untiring energy that surprised all ; 
and however widely people may have 
differed on the merits of tho question 
none will be disposed, we feel sure, to 
withhold from Mr. A. 15. Gray, Mr. Vates' 
agent; a meed of praise for the admirable 
manner in which he conducted the cam- 
paign and the extreme good feeling that 
was at all tiniesexhibited by him.

The steamer was now 
close on the east shore, hut the helm was 
kept hard down and she fororoached to 
the west, tlie barometer indicating 28.58, 
Tho wind suddenly shifted to tb 
anil shortly afterwards Iho storm abat 
and the sky cleared up. At Kurt Simp- 
son the shock of the gale was acutely felt, 
and for several seconds the earth quaked 
as if disturbed by a volcanic eruption. No 
damage to property, however, resulted. 
On tho 28th inst. the steamer Gertrude 
was spoken, inside Covo Island near Mill- 
bank Sound, where she had been lying live 
days under stress of weather. The steam- 
er ( Jrappler was also sighted at 8 p. in. 
on the same day near llella Bella. ■ The 
Princess Louise brings down 70 white 
passengers, 11(1 Chinese, 20 Indians 
and upwards of '_'() tons of freight.

Latost Details of tho Movomont to 
Abolish Landlords. 

The Gal way correspondent of tho 
London Tekyrap/i has tho following: 
It is worthy to remark here that the 
hand of tho agrarian offender is not lift- 
ed against the landlord or tho agent 
alone. Woe to the tenant who disobeys 
the code of laws laid down for his guid- 
ance. It is now an edict throughout tlie 
country that land from which another 
has been evicted shall lie waste. Ax 
Claremorris 1 saw this ordinance writ 
large upon the front of a deserted hold- 
ing: 'Let no man take this land' — so 
ran the legend, and no man is likely to 
do so who values his peace to say noth- 
ing of his life. In cases where the rule 
has been violated the offenders have 
come timidly on to the platform at in- 
dignation meetings pleading for forgive- 
ness and promising to mako restitution 
with all speed. Elsewhere evicted ten- 
ants have been put back into their hold- 
ings by force, and compelled to swear 
never to give them up again. An in- 
stance of this is reported from tho south, 
a large body of armed and disguised 
men entering a lodging-house where 
some evicted people lived, commanding 
the frightened creatures to accompany 
them to their late homes, and there 
bidding them remain on pain of death. 
Nay, so far does the 'firm grip' doc- 
trine extend, that even when a 
bank recently seized the property 
of a debtor the fiat want forth against 
bidding at the sale. At a recent land
